The 
elapsed time including stops was 8 hours 
and 20 minutes, including all stops.

started out again—this time for San 
Diego, the round trip distance recorded 
being 276.7 miles. The car left Union 
Motors at 8 the same evening. The 
consumption of gasoline was lO'/i gal- 
lons; of oil, one pint, and water, o ie 
pint. This gives an average consump- 
tion for the trip of more than 27 miles 
to the gallon ,of gasoline. ,,jQfl. this trip 
no speed laws were broken, and at the 
same time the car was kept as close as 
possible to the speed limit at all times.

Fumigators Not Liable 


For Damage To Trees 


That a person engaged in the business 


of fumigating citrus trees is not respon- 
sible for damage that may be caused by 
the fumigation which cannot bo fore- 
seen or avoided, was the verdict arrived 
at by a Riverside jury, which found for 
a fumigator in an action brought to col- 
lect for work done. 


This is thought to be the first case in 


California in which such a principle has 
been laid down in the courts. The action 
was- brought by E. V. Dales against E. 
H. Bingo. The latter held that two 
rows containing seventy-five trees were 
damaged during the process of fumi- 
gating, two of the trees dying as a re- 
sult of the operations. A cross-com- 
plaint asking for $1000 damages was 
filed. 


It v.-as argued during the trial that 


if the fumigators should be held respon- 
sible for damages resulting from fumi- 
gating operations, those engaged in this 
line of business would bo compelled to 
quit.

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Treatment Of Trunk 


and Root Diseases 


' A series of ten field demonstrations 
for the treatment of citrus trunk and 
root diseases is now being arranged by 
the agricultural extension service of the 
Los Angeles county farm bureau. In- 
vestigations and observations indicate 
that the decline of citrus trees in many 
instances is due to several tr>?nk and 
root diseases. Most of these diseases 
are of such a nature that they can be 
controlled if precautionary treatments 
are given. The investigational work of 
Dr. H. S. Fawcett of the citrus experi- 
ment station, Eiverside, has brought 
forth considerable information oa the 
nature of these diseases and their con- 
trol. At the field demonstrations spec- 
ialists will discuss the various diseases 
and demonstrate the methods of control. 
The series will be held throughout the 
entire citrus districts of Los Angeles 
county. A complete schedule will be an- 
nounced later.

A Loan—Not a Bonus. 


California's last legislature passed a number of bills bene- 


ficial to ex-service men, and they were signed by; the governor. 


One of them makes it possible for an ex-service man. who en- 


listed from this state to get a loan from the state to the extent 
of $15,000, with which to buy a piece of farming property and 
stock it with tools and animals. 


Another gives him the opportunity to borrow $7500, with 


which he may select a small ranch anywhere that he chooses. 
The first proposition is in a settlement, and is on lands now 
owned by the state. The second allows the ex-service man to 
choose his location. 


A third opportunity allows him of a loan of $5000 with which 


to buy a home or homesite. There are several other statutes 
that are beneficial to the man who served in the world-war. 


These propositions merely furnish the veteran with credit— 


state credit. He gets the money at five per cent instead of go- 
ing into the money market and paying eight, nine. and ten 
per cent. Most soldiers would have no chance of borrowing 
money in the open money market at any terms because they 
have no security. 


This money that it is proposed to loan to ex-service men is 


amortized over the lifetime of the soldier. He has a long period 
in which to pay the principal. As fast as the principal payments 
are made the money is returned to the state treasury. 


In order to finance these propositions the state of California 


proposes to vote ten million dollars in bonds. The proposition 
will be on the ballot next November. It will not cost the tax- 
payers a cent. The interest on these bonds is assumed by the 
taxpayer for a number of years, but interest and principal are 
eventually paid back into the state through the revolving fund 
as the service men pay back the principal. 
The state is at all 


times secured by the value of the real estate. 


Briefly, the plan makes it possible for veterans to secure a 


start with properly .by paying five instead of eight, nine or ten 
per cent interest. It is a straight loan at low rates. 


This is the proposition that Governor Stephens will discuss 


in Covina on Monday night of April 17, when he will address 
the people of the valley under the auspices of the local post, 
American Legion. 
^iCome and hear about it. Eemember, it is a loan—not a bonus 
—a business opportunity for veterans, not a gift. 


The Economy Chorus

Whenever you hear a man yelling for economy and damning 


the state government, ask him just what plans he has for 
economizing. 


It's a fair question. We all want .economy. We don't want 


an extravagant state government. Taxes are burdensome. None 
feel it more keenly than the rancher. There never was a time 
when we needed economy more than this year. 


But ask the* critic of the state administration just what his 


plans are for economy. It's a fair question, isn't it? If he has 
a reasonable plan, let's put it into operation. If the state 
officials now holding office can't see a reasonable plan for econ- 
omy, they should be supplanted by officials that will do it. 
That's reasonable, isn't it? 


But there are politicians out of a job in this state who get 


columns of space in the metropolitan newspapers, and who 
damn the incompetency and extravagance of the administration 
—and in all the columns of villification and abuse THERE IS 
NOT ONE CONSTRUCTIVE PLAN FOR THE BRINGING 
ABOUT OF ECONOMY. 


We are sure that Governor Stephens would be glad to cut 


the expenses of government. He would get no apologies from 
this newspaper if he refused to accept a reasonable plan to 
cut down expenses. 


But the people themselves, by direct vote, increased the taxes 


nearly fifty per cent. Nearly half of the cost of state govern- 
ment is absolutely fixed by statute, through propositions that 
were voted by the people. State commissions ? What state 
commission would the opponent abolish? What commission, for 
instance, does State Senator Rominger name as unworthy and 
which ought to walk the plank? Perhaps there are some of 
those commissions that ought to be abolished. Which one 1 In 
what way would 'State Treasurer Richardson bring about econ- 
omy? He is campaigning on this, platform, as is Rominger. 
But neither has come forward with a plan, laid down in cold 
figures. The people will respond to a plan, even a feeble one. 
They are always ready to try anything once in order to bring 
about efficiency. 


Therein lies the pitifully weak point in the attacks on the 


governor at the present time. We might all get behind a plan 
to economize in government. But are the people going to listen 
to hot air and not insist on a plan? 


The facts are that these opponents of the governor are simply 


on the outside looking in and wishing they were on the inside. 
There is positively nothing more to it. Any citizen is privileged 
to dig into this matter of state government and evolve a plan. 


We do not believe that the people care to elect a new state 


personnel simply in order to get a change and nothing more. 
The expenses of state government are a condition and not a 
theory. You can't wish them away. You can't make them less 
by abusing the governor. You must evolve a plan and it must 
be specific. And all plans must inexorably conform to the fact 
that half the expenses of the state have been fixed by statute 
and cannot be changed excepting through a direct vote of the 
people.

NATIONAL LECTURES TALKS 


BEFOEE TEACHERS' CLUB 


Citrus Men Making 


Fertilization Tests 


Dr. Edward Steiner, nationally fam- 


ous authority on immigration, was the 
speaker before the Teachers' Club at 
the high school auditorium Monday ev- 
ening. The title of his address was "A 
New Heart for an Old World." 


Dr. Steiner spoke of the political and 


economical conditions as they exist in 
the old world today, and as he had 
known these countries to exist in form- 
er days. He brought out sharply the 
contrast of the condition of affairs in 
the United States with those of Russia, 
Germany and Austria. He spoke of the 
fact that he was impressed by the 
manner in which the people of Europe 
were eager to have the truth spoken to 
them, regarding the late war, even 
though it was not without blaming 
them. His lecture was highly appreciat- 
ed by all who had the opportunity to 
hear him. 


Mr. Waterman favored the audience 


with two vocal selections. 


The agricultural extension service is 


now arranging with about 25 citrus 
growers throughout Los Angeles county 
to conduct citrus fertilizer test*plots. 
These test plots will include the use- of 
quickly-available nitrogen fertilizers to 
be used in the spring, the application;of 
both gypsum and lime, and organic fer- 
tilizers. The purpose of these demon- 
strations is to determine specifically 
whether these various fertilizers are of 
any great benefit in increasing crop 
production. 


Investigations along this line have 


already been conducted at the citrus 
expriment station but it is felt that 
they should be tried out on the individ- 
ual groves in various districts as well 
in order to be sure that what has been 
found out for one location is true as 
well as for another.

Tho reorganized Covina chamber of 


commerce has now been in operation a 
little loss than six months, and it is 
fitting that its work and accomplish- 
ments should bo briefly reviewed, so 
that the membership and citizens of 
Covina can form their own conclusions 
as to whether they are getting value 
received for their money expended- in 
promoting the growth of this city and j 
valley. 


In brief, the work commenced and 


accomplished is as follows: 


The chamber of commerce has printed 


a Covina folder. It is a modest, brief, 
compact—answering a good many ques- 
tions in a little space, and is designated 
to slip into an ordinary business envel- 
ope along with a letter, and all go for 
a 2-cent stamp. It is intended to be in 
the hands of every Covina citizen, to 
the end that it may be mailed with 
every letter going from this town. 


The chamber put on a feature display 


at the national orange show at San Ber- 
narino not a pretentious feature, but 
the only one in the whole show from 
the San Gabriel valley excepting Whit- 
tier. It won a rish prize of $100. 


Early in November Harry B. Webber 


of the signs committee commenced work 
to get Covina into the spotlight by the 
means of two handsome two-way elec- 
tric signs that • have begun to chase 
away the gloom the past few nights. 
These signs cost $622:30. The city takes 
over the signs and adds them to its 
permanent street lighting installation. 


The chamber has worked without ces- 


sation, under the roads committee, Gor- 
don C. Douglas, chairman, on the exten- 
sion of a road system through the hills 
to the Valley boulevard south "of us. 
It is now ordered that an engineer par- 
ty be sent out by the county to run the 
line, as soon as possible. Right-of-way 
has been secured, and a connection with 
Brea canyon is expected before very 
long—a grand improvement that will 
benefit thousands outside of Covina. 


The chamber of commerce has stead- 


ily sought the solution of the housing 
and building financing problems. At 
this time, the formation of a Covina 
building and loan association is well ad- 
vanced, and other needs in the way of 
financing may be supplied in addition. 


From time to time, manufacturing 


propositions appear. The chamber of 
commerce has an alert standing commit- 
tee ready to deal with all such .oppor- 
tunities, and allows nothing to pass 
without investigation. It is hoped to 
have some payroll to show soon. 
- - ." 


The chamber has endeavored to work 


hand-in-hand with the city. council in 
the matter of the better lighting of Cit- 
rus avenue, the gathering of definite in- 
formation upon the problem of sewage 
disposal, and in the collecting of statis- 
tics and rules and regulations govern- 
ing auto parks, all to the end that the 
city shall have the fullest information 
possible on these matters now pending. 


The chamber has contributed to the 


purchase of flags enough for the over- 
head decoration of three blocks of Cit- 
rus avenue, turning this purchase over 
to the city for custody and future use 
when street decorations are in order. 
The similar adornment of Citrus ave- 
nue, from San Bernardino road to Ba- 
dillo avenue, is contemplated soon, and 
following that, the installation of an 
overhead system of colored lights, span- 
ning the width of the street. 


The contribution of two handsome 


cars to the El Monte festival of March 
18th made a hit with our southern 
neighbors. 


The chamber has a live committee 


delving into the problem of frost pro- 
tection, and the getting of the utmost 
out of frosted fruit—an inquiry that 
seems likely to lead to some results. 


The chamber of commerce is making 


full preparations for a May-day festi- 
val of two days, that is designed and 
fully expected to make the country 
round-about take notice. It will be the 
basis of a lot of fine advertising, and 
it is intended to make this a permanent 
event, Covina's own elusion for en- 
tertaining the rest of the country. 


Under the cover of chamber of com- 


merce support, a real brass band is be- 
ing organized in Covina, and will be on 
the street, all tuned up, at an early 
date. 


The chamber felt that Covina needed 


a slogan, so it advertised for ono. Hun- 
dreds of slogans were submitted, from 
New York to San Francisco. The board 
of directors, unaware of the names of 
contributors, picked on the one you 
know—"Covina, a mile square and all 
there," and has paid its author, Mrs. 
F. E. Wolfarth, of Covina, $20 for it, 
according to promise.

atmosphere of Europe, three years after 
a1 great war which shook every nation 
involved, both victor and vanquished, to 
its very foundations. 


And because of this very fact, we 


Americans must, with all the moral per- 
suasion and force we possess, make it 
clear to the rest of the nations of the 
earth that we stand for ultimate world 
peace, though at the same time we will 
not view with disinterestedness the un-

>y another. AVe must make peace so 
desirable and practice and spread the 
doctrine of fellowship and fair dealing 
so persistently that all nations will ev- 
entually learn that the hoi/rors of war 
CAN bo avoided if we will only earn- 
estly and consistently seek to find the 
way. 
. . 
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Having seen the bitter animosity 


with whiehi France and Germany still 
regard''each other, I do not believe that 
these century-old hatreds can be wiped 
out in five years, nor ten, and perhaps 
neither you nor I will live to see it, 
but I do feel that it is the goal for 
which we must unceasingly strive. It is 
not without the realm of possibility 
that there will be another European war 
before this could be brought about, but 


as a nation and individuals, must 


do everything we' can to bring about a 
closer understanding between nations 
and people. 


Germany is a hive of industry, and 


while she has very little in raw mater- 
ials, and practically no money with 
which to purchase them, she is trading 
her labor for them and working stead- 
ily, on the whole contentedly, philoso- 
phically making the best of the situa- 
tion. She is so infinitely better off than 
she was during the war there is less 
discontent among her common people 
than in any other nation in Europe, tho 
victor nations not exeepted. This is no 
doubt largely due to the natural indus- 
try, frugal habits and plodding procli- 
vities of her people, but it is true never- 
theless. 


France, through no fault of her own, 


is in far worse condition than Germany. 
Her fairest and most productive pro- 
vinces in the north, over which the bat- 
tles raged for four years, are in deplor- 
able condition, having been devastated 
from the Alsace-Lorraine border to the 
sea. Of course it will be a long time 
before those devastated sections can be 
restored to pre-war fruitfulness and 
production, but considering the magni- 
tude of the task to be performed and 
that practically no indemnity has been 
forthcoming, it is marvelous what the 
French have accomplished. 


The work of reconstructing the shell- 


riddled villages and cities which were 


j the abodes of the population has pro- 
ceeded very slowly indeed, but the fields 
and industries, the essential and income 
producing elements of the national life, 
are being restored. The parallel of their 
policy in bringing the devastated region 
sack to normal life is found in that of 
our western pioneers, who first planted 
their fields and created the elements 
necessary for food and profit while liv- 
ing in dugouts and shacks under the 
most unfavorable living conditions. The 
law of economic necessity seems-to com- 
pel men to more or less the same gen- 
eral action in all climes and in all agos 
so it is not strange that these people 
are pursuing the policy which I observ- 
ed. 


Psychologically, the French people 


have little faith in the integrity of na- 
tions, and may be said to be more or 
less cynical and skeptical of the ability 
of other nations to protect them from 
the foe of the north, from whom they 
have suffered three invasions within the

last century. They are therefore dis- 
posed to rely on their own strong arm 
of military defense, and are keeping up 
an army which is out of proportion to 
their economic resources to maintain. 
Whatever its military value, it is an 
economic liability, and I question whe- 
ther or not its seeming military advan- 
tages will, in the Irng run, justify the 
handicap which it places on the nation 
during the trying reconstruction period 
when all its resources are necessary to 
reconstruct its economic life. 


Tho French have a large problem to 


meet, and a frank and sincere spirit of 
helpfulness on our part, coupled with 
wise and disinterested counsel, will do 
much to help solve their difficulties, if 
they will but lend a friendly ear to our 
advipe and not allow themselves to 
drift into a position of political and eco- 
nomic isolation. 


Considering what she went through 


with during the war, Belgium is more 
rapidly returning to normal than is any 
other European nation, and tho inti'i 


industry and stoical attitude of her peo- 
ple are the marvel and admiration of 
all foreign visitors. Every man, woman, 
child—and Jog—seems to be at work 
in Belgium. As you perhaps know, dogs 
are largely used as draft animals in Bel- 
gium, and I saw teams of them hitched 
to lift draft plows, plowing in the fields. 
She seems to realize that she must large- 
ly work out her own salvation and to 
have imbibed the eternal verity of tho 
old saying that "God helps those who 
help themselves."
